HELSINKI, Jan. 
8.—W> 


—Finnish forces wiped out 
the 44th Russian division, 
killing thousands and 
tak- 


ing more than 1,000 prison- 
ers, 
near Suomussalmi, a 


special army communique 
reported today. 


It was In the northern part of 
the Suomussalmi region, at tho nar- 
row "waistline' of central Finland, 
that the Finns, a week ago, re- 
ported the virtual destruction of 
the invaders' 163rd division. 


In the new victory the communi- 
que said large quantities of arms 
and material, including 43 tanks, 
were captured. 


Heavy fighting has been report- 
ed In the Suomussalmi sector for 
days but today's communique was 
the first mention made of Russia's 
44th division. 


(Neutral military experts have 
estimated there are from 15,000 to 
17,000 men in a Russian division.) 
The communique said that on 
other frohts, "except for the cus- 
tomary skirmishes and artillery ex- 
changes, it was a fairly quiet day. 
i.- iOur patrols have been active and 
"iaestroyed during the course of the 
"day numerous enemy patrols.' 
The severest January cold in 
years—temperatures ranging 16 to 
40 degrees beloiv zero Fahrelnhelt 
—has combined with stubborn Fin- 
nish defense and counterattacks to 
halt the Red invasion, with 5,000 
square miles, one forty-eighth of 
Finland, in Russian hands after 40 
days of fighting. 
Russian Forces Freeze to Death 
(Dispatches reaching Stockholm 
from the Salla sector highlighted 
the rigors of warfare there in the 
icy wilderness just above the Arc- 
tic circle. 
, 


(A Finnish patrol was reported 
to have come upon a Russian out- 
post protected by barbed-wire in 
the drifted snow. The Finns were 
amazed at the silence of their 
enemy's guns as the patrol inched 
closer. The Finns, it was said, fin- 
ally closed in on the silent outpost 
and found the entire force, 150 men, 
• frozen to death.) 


Military experts expressed belief 
the Finns and their ally, the weath- 
er, had forced the Russian com- 
mand to revamp Its entire winter 
campaign plan. The Finnish corn-

as lumbering 
trucks, however, compared with 
tho planes which will be "coming 
out of tho Jibs" in a year or so. 
The new streamlined wing will 
cut through the air with only one- 
third the resistance, or "drag" of 
present wing designs, permitting 
speeds of 450 to 500 miles an hour. 
It still is a closely-guarded mili- 
tary secret. 


The new cylinded "finning" bas- 
ed on the principle that the faster 
heat is carried away the more 
efficient an engine becomes, will 
increase the speed and efficiency 
of an engine by about 300 per cent. 
This principle is the one which 
every automobile driver knows— 
that an over-heated engine lacks 
power in climbing a bill.

week-end conferences at Venice. 
(In Budapest Counts Ciano and 
Csaky were reported to have agreed 
on a defensive alliance assuring 
Hungary of Italian support against 
Invasion 
by 
either Germany or 
Russia.) 


Gayda, writing for 
his 
news- 
paper, said that the meeting of the 
two diplomats was a warning to 
everybody that "Hungary is at the 
side of Italian policy In the gen- 
eral lines which it Is tracing and 
In the methods which it intends 
to follow for Its development, just 
as Italy stands beside Hungary 
in the particular problems which 
she has raised and which form 
the substance 
of 
her 
foreign 
policy." 


Nothing was disclosed 
of 
the 
methods Italy intends to follow to 
keep war out of the Balkans. 


Gayda said that Hungary "In- 


tends 
to 
insist 
on 
peaceful 
methods" for the settlement of 
her territorial claims, particularly 
those against Rumania for Tran- 
sylvania.

South. 


Opening the discussion, Repre- 


sentative Martin J. Kennedy CO- 
NY) expressed a wish the house 
debate could' ba characterized by 
the same "feeling of good will" 
that democrats expected 
at

party's Jackson Day dinners to- 
night. 


Kennedy told the house that as 


in 1776 when Europe watched the

of 
democracy here 
"Europe looks to us again. We 
preach democracy—shall we prac- 
tice it?

Shall we sanction it here?" 
The antl-lynching bill would pro-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—(/P)—Ad- 
vocates of the cost-of-productlon 
farm 
plan declared 
today 
they 


would wage a determined fight for 
its adoption at this session of con- 
gress. 


Farmer dissatisfaction with con- 
tinued low prices, and President 
Roosevelt'p recommendation that 
agricultural appropriations be cut, 
have prepared the legislative soil 
for success, they said. 


The plan would substitute un- 
limited production for the present 
agricultural adjustment program of 
acreage and marketing quotas and 
crop subsidies. 
It would prohibit sale of major 
farm products for domestic con- 
sumption below the cost of produc- 
tion, to be determined by the sec- 
rotary of agriculture at public hear- 
ings. The excess over domestic 
needs would be sold in the world 
market 
for whatever 
It would 
bring. Tariffs would keep out com- 
peting Imports.

HIGHEST RANKING 
NAVAL OFFICER ASKS 


FLEETJNCREASE 


CONGRESS URGED APPROVE 


$1,300,000,000 INCREASE 


TO AVOID WAR 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
8. 


—(/P)—The navy's highest 
ranking officer urged con- 
gress today to approve a 
$1,300,000,000 increase in 
the fleet because the inter- 
national situation "in con- 
junction with Far Eastern 
conditions, presents a threat of 
world conflagration." 


Admiral Harold R. Stark,- chief 


of naval operations, was a wit- 
ness before the house naval com- 
mittee. 
He testified that "if the 
United States does not take imme- 
diate action toward increasing the 
strength of its fleet, the end of 
the present war will find us In a 
relatively weak naval position." 


Hearings on the expansion pro- 
gram, which experts said would 
give 
this 
country the 
world's 
greatest navy, opened under the 
glare of camera floodlights. 


Secretary Edison, in a hrief pre- 
liminary statement, declared he 
believed the proposed 25 per cent 
increase In the fleet's size was 
needed "in view of the grave In- 
ternational situation." 


Stark's testimony indicated the 
expansion program had been re- 
vised, since first announced, 
to 
provide for some larger ships than 
originally contemplated. 


Stark said" the program- • now 
called for 77 combatant ships and 
30 auxiliaries. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
naval committe 
originally 
an- 


nounced the proposed 25 per cent 
increase in the fleet's tonnage 
would provide 95 warships and 31 
auxiliaries. 


Stark said the plans still called 
for an approximate 25 per cent 
tonnage increase but did not spec- 
ify what categories of ships would 
be enlarged. 


He did not make clear Immedi- 
ately whether the navy had de- 
cided to include some battleships 
in the program, previously omit- 
ted, 
or whether the change meant 
that the navy had decided on bat- 
tleships larger than 45,000 tons, 
the current maximum. 


Fewer But Larger Ships 


Since Stark proposed the building 


of 19 fewer ships than had been 
suggested, with a reduction of 31,000 
in tonnage, the plain Implication 
was that the navy sought fewer 
but larger warships. 


Stark emphasized that the pro- 
posed tonage Increase would place 
this country's navy in a better 
relationship with that of Japan's. 
It is reasonable to suppose, he 
added, that "those nations now at

COLDEST SPoTlN STATE WAS 
AMARILLO; RISING TEMPER- 


ATURE FORECAST 


(By The Associated Press.) 
The coldest weather in a 


decade gripped 
northeast 


Texas today (Monday) and 
sub - freezing 
temperatures 


extended icily to the south- 
east Gulf coast. 


Paris had seven degrees 


above 
zero, 
the 
coldest 


since January 18, 1930, when it 
was five below. Saturday's sriow 
was the heaviest since 1017; tha 
ground was still 
covered 
and 
streets were hazardous with Ice. 
From all parts of north, oast 
and northwest Texas came re- 
ports of dangerous traffic condi- 
tions due to the sheath of Ice and 
frozen snow. There were numer- 
ous minor automobile accidents 
and at least one major crash at- 
tributable to this condition. 


Port Arthur's 27 was the cold- 
est since Feb. 18, 1038. Dallas, 
with 15 and Fort Worth with 17 
had the lowest temperatures since 
the winter of 1936. Houston had 
26 and Galvoston 30, the U. S. 
weather bureau at Dallas report- 
ed. To the southwest, 
it 
was 


freezing to San Antonio, with 81. 


Tyler's 18 was the lowest of 
the winter, and equalled last year's 
figure. Longview also had 18, and 
in central Texas Waco reported 
21, Austin 27, Corsicanar 1>, 


In 
northwest Texas, 
Wichita 
Falls had the coldest since Feb- 
ruary, 1936, with nine above, and 
streets and highways were still 
slick and dangerous. 
Amarlllo's 
seasonal low was 1.3 below zeero; 
roads were dangercous but pass- 
able In that aroa. 


Brownwood's 19 was the cold- 
est of the winter, as was San 
Angelo's 23.

DEMY ENEMY OF 
MANY TREES, PLANTS 


FUNGUS 
SPREADS ALONG 


ROOTS PLANT OR SHRUB 


AND DEATH FOLLOWS

Cotton root-rot, which 
attacks 


cotton, alfalfa, carrots, peanuts, 
sweet potatoes and cowpeas, also 
is the deadly enemy of many spe- 
cies of trees and shrubs through- 
out the Southwest. It is first rec- 
ognized by the wilting and death 
of the plant or shrub and exami- 
nation discloses that 
the 
roots 


have gradually been Invaded by a 
fungas 
which spread along the 
roots and caused dark brown rot- 
ted areas. 
Fruit trees are susceptible 
to 
root rot and in infected 
areas 


homo orchards are 
limited 
to 
peaches and plums, and even these 
may be short lived, Chinese and 
American 
elms, chinaberry, 
ma- 


ple, 
cottonwood, 
poplar, 
pind 


catalpa, willow, redbud, 
honey- 


locus, jessamine, viburnum, nadi- 
na, shrubalthea, privet, and rose 
bushes, 
chrysanthemums, 
four 


o'clock, castorbean, peonies, 
and 


dahlias arc other plants likely to 
die in root-rot areas. 
Trees found 
resistant 
to 
the 
disease include: 
llveoak, 
hack- 
berry, sycamore, sage orange or 
bols 
d'arc, 
hickory, 
mesqulte, 


mountain cedar, and red 
cedar, 


anacua, cedar elm (ulmus crassi- 
folla) but not the others 
elms, 


holly, wild black cherry 
(prunus 


serotlna) and wild plum (prunus 
Mexicana), retama 
(Parkinsonia 


aculeata), 
and 
palms. 
Recent 
tests indicate that wo can prob- 
ably add the silk tree or mimosa 
tree (Albizzla jullbrissln.) 


The fungas lives on the roots of 
plants native to the prairies, plain 
and desert areas and spreads from 
these t othe roots of cultivated 
plants. Root rot has been found 
in more than 200 counties of Texas 
but does not occur In the Pan- 
handle and Is more prevalent In 
the neutral to alkaline soil of 
Central and Western Texas than 
In 
the lighter, somewhat 
acid 


soils of Eastern Texas. 
Yet the 
disease is not necessarily pres- 
ent everywhere in a particular 
region even where the soil is gen- 
erally favorable. 


Root rot in a nearby field or 


adjoining property is likely 
to 


spread underground and attack 
susceptible trees or shrubs in the 
vicinity. 
Even if no plants are 
being attacked, a clue may be fur- 
nished by the particular 
plants 


growing in the general neighbor- 
hood. The presence of susceptible 
trees, such as Chinese elms, pop- 
lars, chinaberriea and figs fifteen 
years or more old, indicates that 
root rot has not been there for 
some time, so, some 
susceptible 
plants may be set out in such lo- 
calities even though root rot is 
common elsewhere in the com- 
munity. But if the more suscep- 
tible trees and shrubs present are 
all less than about ten years old 
while the older plants are natural- 
ly resistant, such as 
hackberry, 


sycamore, or bois d'arc trees, pres- 
ence of root rot may be suspected. 


Susceptible trees were probably 


killed in e&rlier years and new 
plantings of susceptible trees or 
shrubs may be expected to meet 
the same fate within a short time. 
The main planting In such loca- 
tions should be of resistant or im- 
mune plants. 


Susceptible plants should not be 


planted In long continuous pat- 
terns that will help spread root 
rot. Research has established that 
the root-rot fungas spreads ordi- 
narily by growing from the roots 
of an Infected plant to the nearly 
contacting roots of other suscep- 
tible plants. To prevent the fun- 
,' gas from spreading rapidly, sus- 


ceptible plants should be set out 


' far enough from other groups of 
susceptible plants to avoid contact 
of the roots, and preferably with 
Immune plants or stretches 
of 


lawn between. 
, 
Experiments have proved 
that 


when transplanted 
an 
Infected 
plant can act as a "carrier" and 
transmit the fungas on its roots to 
rot-free areas. Caution should be 
exercised not to cause long-dis- 
tance spread of this disease 
by 


moving rooted or balled 
plants 


from infested gardens into places 
that may still bo free of the In- 
fection. 


No treatment has been 
found 


universally effective, but 
persons 


•who wish to save plants In early 
stages of root rot and to prevent 
its spread can try a method that 
depends on working into the soil 
high concentrations 
of an 
am- 


monium fertilizer. 
In trials 
at 


several 
locations, 
particularly 


some co-operative tests near Dal- 
las, trees and shrubs 
in 
early 


stages of root rot have apparent- 
ly benefited from the 
treatment. 


However, the experiments have 
not been In progress long enough 
to indicate whether this treatment 
will be of permanent value under 
our conditions. 


The directions ore: Cut back the 


top of the plant severely and cul- 
tivate or spade around the plant 
to loosen tho soil for an area no 
smaller than that shaded by the 
plant. It Is better to include also 
the soil around adjoining plants, 
since these will probably be in- 
fected. 
Build a low border or 


dike around the area. Within the 
area apply evenly dry ammonium 
sulphate or ammonium phosphate 
at the rate of 1 pound for each 
10 square feet. Work this fertili- 
zer Into the surface soli, then ap- 
ply water until at least 3 or 4 
inches have been applied or until 
the soil Is wet to a depth of at 
least 
3 to 4 feet. 
The 
large 


amount of water is essential as 
otherwise the roots will be killed 
by the strong fertilizer solution. 
Afterward, the plants should he 
given extra water as needed until 
some new roots have developed. If 
necessary, trees should bo sup- 
ported by g-uy wires to prevent 
uprooting by the 
wind. 
This 


treatment should not be 
used

COMMISSION SEES SOME 


CHANCE FOR REMEDY 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8— (ff)— 
The Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion told the nation's railroads to- 
day that they faced steadily in- 
creasing competition from other 
types of carriers. 
In its annual report to congress, 
the ICC said that "remedial legis- 
lation such as It is possible' to 
evolve from the pending omnibus 
transportation 
bill "Is desirable 


and should produce good results. 
It added: 
"Too much should not, however, 
be expected from it. The most im- 
portant things it would do are 
these: (1) It would bring water 
carriers engaged In domestic trades 
within the commission's jurisdic- 
tion and subject them to much the 
same sort of regulation as is now 
provided for the railroads and mot- 
or carriers; and (2) it would cre- 
ate a new and temporary agency to 
study and report upon the relative 
economy and fitness of rail, water, 
ind motor carriers for transporta- 
.lon service with a view to promot- 
ng their coordinated use and avoid- 
ng wasteful and destructive com- 
petition, and upon the extent to 
which each of the three types of 
carriers arc in effect subsidized by 
he government. 
"These are steps which we favor. 
Yet they reflect the dominant idea 
of the railroad committee that the 
prime trouble with the railroads, 
apart from general business condi- 
ions, lies in the fact that they are 
meeting with subsidized and Inade- 
quately regulated competition. 
"We venture the guess that even 


f this dominant thought is pursued 
n legislation and its subsequent 
administration to the full extent 
which the facts justify, the rail- 
roads will continue to be faced with 
steadily increasing participation by 
other types of carriers in the trans- 
>ortatlon of this country.1 


The railroad committee, compos- 


ed of three railroad executives and 
hree railway labor leaders, was
